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Statutes known as financial responsibility laws are intended to discourage careless driving or to mitigate its consequences! 


by making proof of financial responsibility a condition of the granting of a driver's license or certificate of registration,” or 
by providing for the suspension or revocation of a driver's license or certificate of registration for failure to satisfy a final 


judgment or furnish proof of responsibility after an accident” or a violation of a motor vehicle statute.* Although some of these 
statutes have features which are common to those provided in so-called compulsory insurance acts, they are different; a financial 


responsibility act, for example, does not require that every motorist carry insurance.” 
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
